Now, !et’s come to a little business, You 
all remember that the message of President 
Clevéland upon the subject of the tariff was 
sent to the House of Representatives early 
in December—at the veya Congress of 
1887, It took the country by surprise, al- 
though we knew, as we were bound to 
know, that a gentleman elected by 153 
solid electoral votes cast by States where 
there had been no popular representation at 
all worth speaking of, was bound to do what 
that section of the country wanted—was 
bound to say what that section of the boun- 
try in its wisdom desired. I don’t doubt 
their honesty. I only doubt their good sense; 
1 don’t doubt their sincerity when these 
same southern gentlemen fought in beliey- 
ing that the North would be better off, and 
the South would be greater and grander if 
they had a government founded upon 
African slavery, and the Union were dis- 
selved. They believed it; they fought for 
it—thousands of as gallant men as the sun 
ever shone on fought the battles of the Con- 
federacy—but they were wrong. I believe 
they are just as wrong upon this question, 
and it is une that we must settle, I say 
it 1s really not surprising that Mr. Cleve- 
land sent this message to the House of 
Representatives at the time he did. It took 
a month to organize a committee that would 
fit the occasion. lt is worthy of note in 
this connection that not a single important 
committee of the House of Representatives 
had a chairman from a Northern £tate, 
not one; not a majority or a controlling 
number of the committee that was not from 
the other side of the Ohio River. I don’t 
blame them for that, because they were in 
congrol and had a right to do what they saw 
fit; but what I do want is to sce, once more, 
a Speaker in the chair and a President in 
the White House who wiil, once in a while,

AND A BEAUTIFUL COMMITTRE IT WAS; 
its majority composed not of friends of the

All 
these gentlemen of this committee repre- 
sented a very small number of industries 
paying a very moderate amonnt of money 
toavery limited number of almost un- 
skilled workmen. The gristmills of Texas, 
the sawmills of Tennessee and the whisky 
mills of Kentucky were all represented on 
that committee: but New York and Troy, 
Pittsburgh, Philadelphia—the great fac- 
tories of the East, with their 260,000 shops, 
employing neariy 8,000,000 skilled me- 
chanics, turning out a product of $5,000,000,- 
060 every year into the lap of the Nation 
and increasing its wealth, were not repre- 
sented upon that committee. Not only that, 
but this Mills Bill 
NEVER KNEW A FATHER; 
nobody ever knew who its father was, or 
knew its family connections. [ Laughter. ] 
lt was never introduced into the House of 
Representatives as a legal measure, never 
was put upom its calendar, never was re- 
pared to the committee that had it in 
charge, but, sometime in April, Mr. Miils 
produced that bill, finished and complete, 
to his committee. No farmer was permit- 
ted to be heard, no mechanic was permitted 
to be heard—not a Senator of the United 
States, though Senators asked to be heard 
before that committee in reference to 
the industries that were to be de- 
stroyed by it—all were steadily 
refused a hearing. Itcame from the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means almost without 
a change, and the battle was foucht u a 
measure, the pxternity of which nobody 
knew, the paternity of which no hunian has 
acknowledged up to this day.

formed the Constitution of the -United 
States was that this power of protecting 
American industries should be intrusted to 
stronger hands and to a better and wiser 
form of organization. Accordingly this act 
was one of the first passed under the Con- 

stitution of the United States, 
BEGINNING, 

We began, then, to manufacture a little; 
not much, The War of the Revolution had 
taught the American people to make some 
‘few coarser articles. We were in just 
about the condition, so far as manufactur- 
was concerned, that our erring breth- 
ren atthe’ South were in during the war. 
We were an agricultural plé, a pastoral 
people, and we were forced into manufac- 
turing by the conditions of war. When 
the war was over, these early acts were in- 
sufficient, and our manufactories died, 
We got into the Warof 1812 with Great 
Britain, and she shut up our ports. ‘Thank 
God for it! She prevented anything com- 
ing here, ang the American people 
again commencéd to manufacture for them- 
selves; and during the throes of tkat war 
the country made greater progress in manu- 
facturing than it had made during all pre- 
vious years, Then came peace; then that 
infernal treaty of Ghent, which cut down 
the-correlative relations of the Government * 
so that our tariffs were almust tariffs for 
revenue only, and manufactories lan- 
guished. The people became poorer and 

rer, aS purely pastoral people always do 

me ing And it was not untill 1828 
that we had what might be strictly called 
A TARIFF FOR PROLECTION. 

Allthis is common knowledge; every- 
body knows it; every school boy knows 
it; and I only call it to your well-remem- 
ing attention that our statesmen of that 
period never doubied the power nor dis- 
cussed the duty of the Government to pro- 
tect American industries. Mr. Clay said 
that the period of greatest depreciation this 
couatry had ever known preceded the tariff 
of 1828. Horace Greeley, the grandest pro- 
tectionist that ever lived, made the same 
declaration; and yet, poor old- Greeley, 
when the Democrats, for want of a better 
—Cleveland was not living then, or at least 

ot known much—took u r old 

reeley and nominated him for the Presi- 
dency—this old Whig, this old Henry Clay 
protectionist—what did they do? hy, in 
the platform of 1872 they said that the ques- 
tion of tariff and revenue should be lett to 
be considered by the States, independent of 
any executive suggestion or dictation what- 
ever; and they put that gag into Horace’s 
mouth, and he promised that if he were 
made President he never on earth would do 
what Cleveland did.

ing establishments, etc. Each one pays for 
her board in proportion to the salary she re- 
ceives, and not a finer class of young ladies 
may be found in the city than the inmates 
of this home.

A Times subscriber says that he can-

Apropos of delayed mails, the San 
Diego Union a fewdays since pub- 
lished a communication from a gentle- 
tleman in that city in which the state- 
ment is made that a letter sent to him 
from the East was held in the San 
Diego postoffice for 17 days after it 
reached the office before it was deliv- 
ered to him. Isn’t it possible that this 
explains the real cause of delay in the 
cases complained of by the resident of 
this city?

postofiice. 

These delayed mails often work great 
hardship to individuals, and in many 
instances interfere materially in the 
business operations of citizens of either 
city. Every effort should be made by 
the postmasters of both San Diego and 
Los Angeles to see that all mail mat- 
ter passing between the places is han- 
died and forwarded as rapidly as the 
clerical force at their command can 
speed it, and thus remove all possible 
obstacles in the way of closer business 
relations.

ment suit, and that the Attorney-General 
could not bring a suit to cancel patents on 
the grounds which constitute a defense in 
infringement cases. The case comes to the 
Supreme Court on an appeal from this de- 
cision, Judge Thurman in his argt- 
ment said that the Bell Company cuon- 
ceded the Constitutional right of the Gov- 
ernment to enact a statute giving the At- 
torney General power to bring asuit to 
cancel a. patent, but the company main- 
tained that in the absencé of such statute 
the Attorney General had no such power.

WASHINGTON (D. C.), Oct. 9.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Senate.—In the Senate 
the conferenze report on the Deficiency 
Bill was presented and read in full. Some 
discussion followed asto the reason why 
the Senate conferrees agreed to the striking 
out of the provision granting the balance of 
the year’s salary of Chief Justice Waite to 
his widow.

Higgins, and Kelly then raisea his 
cane acd struck Harrington over the right 
shoulder. A shot was immediately fired, 
and Kelly feil to the ground, On the sec- 
ond shot Donahte dropped tothe fleor, ex- 
claiming that he was shot, and at the third 
report Christensen fell. A number of other 
_ ‘shots were fired, when policemen rushed 

into the rooms and seized Harrington, 
placing him ina hack and taking him to 
the receiving hospital.

THO RIOTS. 


The Chicago Strike Bears the 
Usual Fruits. 


An Atiempt. to Run ‘Street Cars 
Causes an Outbreak. 


Police Use Their Ciubs on the Rioters 
Without Stint. 


Other Eastern Dixpatches—Gen. Sheriden’s Phy- 
sic.an D. clines to Present a Bill—Marriage 
of Theodore Tilton’: Son—A French 
Actres,’s Success at New York.

Cuicaco, Oct. 9.—jBy the Associated 
Press.| The five great street-car systems 
of the west and north sides are now tied up. 
The West Side strike began this morning 
as soon as the last night car was run into 
the barns. Nearly three-fourths of the pop- 
ulation of the city are left without other 
means of transportation than footing it or 
riding on extemporized carryalls and ex- 
press wagons. 

The bitterness of feeling toward the 
management of the line appears to increase, 
and this spirit gives evidence of spreading 
to outside elements in the population, not 
under the strikers’ control. At Garfield 
and Larrabee streets today’ a number of 


boys laid a large plank across the track and 
fastened it securely with iron spikes. 


When six Garfieid-avenue cars came from 
their down-town trip they were stopped. 


‘The police got out a patrol wagon, but did 


not offer to remove the obstruction. The 
strikers immediately surrounded the cars, 
and as a result of their solicitations three 
of the new men joined their ranks. The 
success of this action led others to follow 
the boys’ prea and riot followed. The 
street was jamm . 

WITH A HOWLING MOB, 
and the tracks were covered with obstruc- 
tions. . The employés of the road endeav- 
ored toTemove the débris, but it .was re- 
placed as fast as taken away. Finally the 
mob became so large and demonstrative 
that the Sergeant in command of the police 
ordered a charge. The officers, aggravated 
somewhat by the stubbornness of the 
ple, responded with awill. They madea 
rush and used their clubs freely. en and 
boys were hit, and even women were not 
spared. One woman, who was particulariy 
demonstrative, being severely wounded by 
a club blow on the head.

RIOTING ON THE WEST SIDE. 
The strike in the west division was with- 
out special incident during the day. A few 
cars were sent over the principal lines early 
in the afternoon under police guard. Buta 
disturbance more serious than those on the 
North side marked the ending of a trip on 
Madison street this evening. As the cars 
#pproaching Western avente on their 
retufn, a crowd surged around them in such 
a compact mass thatit was impossible for 
the horses to move. A platoon of police 
forced away the leading car, but the one 
following was brought to a sudden stop by 
a wooden wedge inserted in aswitch by 
some person in thecrowd. In a moment 
after its stop the vicinity was 
pandemonium, Stones and’ sticks were 
urled at the car and the air rang with 
yells and curses. A flying brick caught 
Assistant Superintendent Nagel, who was 
driving the car, in the stomach. Uttering 
an oath he pulled a revodver from his 
pocket and turned toward thecrowd. His 
example was quickly followed by the con- 
ductor, but the two men were disarmed 
with little ceremony by the police. . Nagel 
left the car and was immediately attacked 
by a Northwestern switchman named 
Gleason, who was under the influence of 
liquor. This man had to be mercilessly 
elubbed and then sat upon in the patrol 
wagon by severa! officers before he could 
be subdued.

The several parts 
liable to disease arp the mucous membrane 
lining the throat, th» mucous follicles or little 
giands, which. in health, secrete the lubricat- 
ing mucous, the uvula or pedulus part which

ACUTE ‘On SIMPLE SORE THROAT. 
Th- most of throat disease is 
inflammation the mucous membrane, re- 
suiting from recent gold. It prevalent 
in cold or damp weather. a are 
a@ roughness in the throat, with . slight pain 
and swelling. Tne throat looks red aud angry 
and the tongue it sligbtiy coated with white 
fur. Withinafew days small Bpols 
which look tike ulcers, form on ‘he back k of 
the turoat and about the root of the tongue. 
If the attack te mild, these aphthous points 
dis»ppear «it the end of three or four days, but 
when more revere they leave behind them 
sui erficial ulcers. When the acute inflamma- 
tion is not entirely removed itis liable to de- 

evelop what is called <opeend disease, or it 
ma eudina abcess of the tonsil glands, or 
cause chronic enla rgment of the tonsils an 
elongation of the uvu 
CHRONIC THROAT. 
This, like nearly all affections of the throat 
and nose, usually begins w:th a severe cold, 
and is almost always attended with arse- 
ness. It is morefrequently a mere extension 
catarrh or sore throat than a 

ease, the irritation escaping down and, fixing 
itself upon the delicate orzan sm of this part, 
and thence journeying onward to 
the lungs.. When it occurs as a consequence 
of catarrh or sore throat, the symptoms are 
comparatively mild. There may be pan but 
it is more common to find only £ sense of tick- 
ling which p oyokes cough.

TONSILITIS 

Ta acute inflammation of the tonsils, 
consists of a coliection or mass of 
mucuous follicles or glands whose office

| fer every winter, sometimes oftener, with an 

attack of acute inflafimation of these giands, 
Tne trouble bewins with a slight soreness 
and swelling, which cr:dualiy increases un- 
til the act of swallowjug atcended with 
great suffering. 

These giands are sometimes affected by a 
Lohr. nic inflammation, and are found enlargéd

Many pati-nts suffering from a throat dis- 

ease are dyspeptic, and suffer with depression

Persons thus 
afflicted have usualiy the dark and dingy look 
of the face which denotes functional. de 
rangement of the liver. They are frequently 
emaciated, nervous, hypochrondriaca! irrit- 
avie and often exhausted from other causes, 
in combiiation with this disease. 
GRANULAR SORE THROAT | 
Is the most serious form of throat disease. It 
is 80 calles because on loeking int» the throat 
granulations of various are seen stud- 
ding the membrane #nd causing it to appear 
rough and uneven. Sometimes these granu 
lations appen: in patehes, but generally they 
arereguixr and distinet. When allow d to 
progress the mucous follicles of the larynx 
soon become involved, and then we have 
added tothe other symptons a Luckiness of. 
the voice in speaking or reading a oud, witha 
are nent effort toclear the windpipe, by which 
thick, sticky bluis -colored mucous is 
y Fina off with considerabie difficulty. The 
transition from a simple toagranular sore 
throat is verv casy. The patient becomes con- 
seious of vexatious titi lation, producing a de- 
sire to clear the throat gh! times during 
the course of the day. He may not notice 
this himself, hut it is, nevertheless, observed 
by his friends pbome months later this di.- 
‘tien is found to have increased, and ta be 
with an cecasional desire to swallow, 
| the patient—to use his own words—feéling 
something sticking in bis throat. 

The great sng, in these diseases ex'sts in 
the fearof the Inflammatory aciion passi 
into the bronch al tubes anda air cells of the 
lunes, both by nervous conrection and con- 
tinuity of surface.
